Only one tenth of the water of the Yellow River is 
still flowing in its old bed, according to the 
latest Japanese estimates. The balance of the 
water has forced its way along an entirely new 


track. 


Dozens of new rivers, up 
are streaming from 


to four metres in depth, 
Kaifeng in a southerly 


direction, approximately parallel to the Han- 
kow-Chengchow railway. -Floods have reach- 
ed the town of Chowkiakow, previously occu- 
pied by the 148rd Chinese Division and situat- 
ed in the first Chinese defence line. . - ' 


Floods forced the Chinese to 
evacuate the-town, but likewise, 
prevented occupation by the Jap-

Further extension of the 
floods might, within a few days, 
result in the separation of the 
two warring parties by a broad 
inundated belt in the region be- 
tween the Yellow River and the 
Yangtse. -

vicinity to the Yangtse. .

Dorsetshire, on the high seas on 
May 2. 

The young seaman, who was in 


the charge was read out, in a firm, 
clear voice. ‘ 

A special jury was empanelled 
as follows: H. H. H. Priestley 
(foreman), A. M. ‘L. Soares, D. W. 
Munton, J. M. Noronha, I. W. 
Shewan, Chau Hsui-ng and Li Tse- 
fong. 

The prosecution is in the hands 
of Crown Counsel, Mr. John 
Whyatt, assisted © by Inspector 
Rosezsky. The Hon. Mr. - Leo 
D’Almada, Jun., instructed by Mr. 
G. §. Hugh Jones is for the defence. 

Commodore E. B. C. Dicken was 
in Court with members of his staff. 

Mr. Whyatt produced an elabor- 
ate model of the Dorsetshire and 
drew. the attention of the jury to 
various nautical expressions which 
would come into the hearing. 

He said that when the Dorset- 
shire was sent to the China Station, 
there were a number of naval rat- 
ings on board who had served pre- 
viously in the ship. Among them 
was. deceased, Dickinson. . 

DECEASED’S BACKGROUND 


Dickinson had served a number 

of years in the Navy and had risen 
from the rank of Boy to Leading 
Seaman. He was very competant, 
and, in the opinion of his Com- 
mander, one of the best leading sea- 
men_on the ship. 
_ Among the men he was consider- 
ed to be friendly, a good sportsman 
jand generally speaking was well 
thought of. 

After the Dorsetshire arrived in 
Hong Kong, it was-joined- by a 


_{number of.relief ratings, Dwyer be- 


ing among the new batch. Dwyer 
had reached the rank of Able Sea- 
man. During his’ service, he had 
impressed his officers. with his abil- 
ity. He had an_ education far 
seaman. In 
fact, it was generally thought that 
he had been to a public school. 

' He was known to be ambitious 


jto attain ward-room rank which 


meant he would have become-an 
officer. 


SHIP’S DIVISIONS 


Mr. Whyatt then explained how 
the personnel of a ship was divided 
up in order to facilitate the alloca- 
tion of duties. He said'that a ship 
of the size of the Dorsetshire had 
three Divisions, the Forecastle 
Division, the Top Division and the

A FEUD — 

The Dorsetshire left for a north- 
ern cruise in November and return- 
ed in December. Dwyer and 
Dickinson were on good terms. At 
the end of January, the ship left 
Hong -Kong for Singapore, and 
while there, an unfortunate inci- 
dent occurred, which, in the sub- 
mission of the prosecution, was the 
source. of all the trouble. 

Since the incident, a feud 
had sprung up between 
Dwyer and Dickinson. The former 
had been heard to éxpress remarks 
of the extreme detestation he felt 
for Dickinson which became more 
and more vitriolic as time went on. 

The ship had been about a fort- 
night in Singapore when the inci- 
dent occurred. Ordinary Seaman 
Humphreys went to sleep on a table 
in the Men’s Deck. On the next 
table was Dwyer. In the middle 
of the night, something. woke Hum- 
phreys up and he saw - Dickinson 
sitting on a bench by the side of 
Dwyer with his hand under the 
bedclothes. . Humphreys 
and Dickinson ran out. 

Dwyer then got up and came over 
to Humphreys put his hand on his 
stomach and said, “Come to the 
Boys’ Locker-Room.” Hutaphreys 
got up off the table and followed 
Dwyer. When he arrived at the 
locker room, Dwyer was _ standing 
there naked. ; 

Dickinson then appeared and -said 
to Dwyer: 
want you now.”

COMPROMISING POSITION

Under the sub-title “Jury To 
Indict Hitler Aides,” the New 
York “Post’’ reports that indict- 
ments in the espionage rimg case 
actually name many prominent 
officials of the German Government. 
These officials witl be charged with 
aiding, directing and financing 
espionage activities throughout the 
United States. 


The newspaper also asserts that 
the United States Government has 
given the Federal Attorney in 
charge of the investigations full 
permission to name the German 
officials involved, if his evidence 
should warrant such action. In 
view of the touchy pride of the 
Nazi Government, important diplo- 
matic consequences are not unlike- 
ly.—Reuter.

Again in the New York Hotel 
with a seaman called Houston, 
Dwyer said he hated Dickinson and 
would shoot him from the “booms” 
on some night watch: 


ALLEGED MEDITATION 


Crown Counsel said that accused 
was alleged to have asked one of 
his fellow seamen whether it was 
possible to get away after shooting 
& man on one of His Majesty’s ships. 
While the Dorsetshire was at sea 
on April 30, a group of men were 
talking.about the desertion of sea- 
men. Accused, who was among the 
men, suddenly switched the subject 
to murder. 

This, alleged Crown cisck show- 
ed that accused was planning and 
meditating the crime. Twenty-four 
hourg later the! murder was com- 
mitted. 

At about 8 p.m. on May 1 accused 
wag talking on the upper deck when, 
it was. mentioned that the vessel 
might proceed to Weihaiwei. . Ac- 
cused, alleged the Crown, was heard 
to say that he would like to see 
Dickinson not get to Weihaiwei. 

Referring to the smuggling of 
the rifle to the booms, Crown Coun- 
sel suggested that a rifle could well 
have been hidden under an overcoat: 

THE SHOT 

There was no evidence to show 
that deceased went to lie down after 
speaking to Seaman. Murphy and 
Seaman Smout outside the port- 
door of the galley flat, but Crown 
Counsel pointed out, Seaman Mur-..
